Admiral George Churchill's tall 
Imonument in the nave south aisle 
has been there over 200 years, and 
there were some who, from the 
atyle, thought it to be by the carver 
whom Wren so much employed.

Gibbons mostly carved in wood, 
but is known to have made some 
designs for tombs in stono. 

In an olaborately extra-iNustrat- 
ed copy of Pennant’s “London,” 
which fetched £165 at Hodgson’s 
anle rooms yesterday, were original 
drawings by Grinling Gibbons, 
among them that for this Churchill 
monument.

The House of Lords sounded 
much like a motor engineers’ con- 
ference recently when mechanical- 
ly minded peers contributed their 
ideas for preventing specging by 
henvy transport. 

Lord Buckmaster, a formidable 
advocate of the enforcement of 
road Jaws, began a debate in which 
lord Halsbury suggested record- 
ing speedometers, which would 
presumably be a tell-tale ageinst 
reckless drivers, nnd Lord Pon- 
sonby suggested governors to con- 
trol engine speed.

“FAWWILLED cotton has the great 

ndvantage over most cheap 
materials for curtains in .that it 
hangs well and densely enough 
without the added expense and 
trouble of Ilning, Also it Is to bo 
fad in a width sufficiently broad 
for larga whidows with the correct 
folds,” writes a Singapore Free 
Presa Fashicn Correspondent. The 
only weakness is that the colours 
in which it may be bought, apart 
irom the white varicty, are apt to 
be uninteresting and poor. 

One of the most original and suc- 
cesutul paira of curtuins If have 
ever seen, however. were mide from 
Uclton sheeting which hud been 
bought white and aipped in or- 
dinary blue water of tho kind used 
for Inundry work.

HIS is a grent period for the 
British family. 

Through fifty years everybody 
who wished to rank with the intel- 
Iectuala has been abusing family 
life and domestic bliss, 

For the tast twenty-five of those 
yenra the favourite theme of carn- 
eat fiction and the serlous stage has 
been nn demonstration of what 
frightful things the British parent 
and the British home uaed to be till 
the rising weneration broke loose in 


a grand revolution.” 

Now Sir William Beveridge comes 
into print to announce with the 
pontifical authority of social science 
that it ja all a mistake. 

Interesting and Happy. . 

There has been “no revolutionary 
change,” no very great changes of 
any kind, and what there are are 
rather formal than real, and ordin- 
ary people still “find family life in- 
teresting ng well as happy.” This 
is very disheartening, 

Here was Mr. Bernard Shaw tell- 
ing the world, as Sir William Beve- 
ridge Insista on reminding us, that 
famlly life ‘is no more natural to 
us than a cage is to a cockatoo”’— 
which must be one of the most 
irrelevant analogies ever composed. 

All the higher thought of the 
time was demonstrating to us. 
that our country had hardly been 
saved from marital tyrannics and 
parental tyrannics by our revolt- 
ing sons and daughters bursting 
forth to live an unattached or 
semidetached ‘life of freedom. 

T felt a thrill, a sense of Import- 
ance in hbelfeving that ..these 
tremendous convulsions were ail 
around me, that I was one of the 
last survivors of the age of the 
family, It is a sad shock to be told 
nothing tn particular has happened 
or Is going to happen. 

Sir William Beveridge has proved 
it by sociology. Some time ago he 
set out to discover what family life 
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Mr. Rooscvelt’s Mother. 

Despite the tremendous concen- 
tration of Imelight upon Mr. 
Franklin Roosevelt’s publle and 
personal record, few people are 
uware of one of the strongest in- 
fluences in his life. It is the de- 
votion for his mother, Mrs. Sarah 
Delano Roosovelt. 

Mra, Sarah ‘Roosevelt does not 
seck the limelight. During the 
whole election campaign ghe kept 
silence. But she is known to 
every American as once whose 
force of character is a8 notable aos 
her shrewdness of political judg- 
ment, . 

An admiring publie know her aos 
“The Queon Victoria of America."

really is like by the aid of a sect of 
questions on a form. 
Inadequate Evidence. 

The questions were many, 
most of them were awkward. Sir 
Willinm, as an expert, pronounces 
that the form could be filled up in 
two hours. It may be so. But you 
could also go on answering some of 
the questions for two weeks or two 
months, However having sent out 
60,000 forms to people who asked 
for them, he has had 8,000 filled up. 
The number ratifies him. But as 
there ara somo eight or nine million 
families in Great Britain the evid- 
ence of 8,000 people might bo 
thought inadequate to ertablish gen- 
eral rules about family life. Sir 
William scoffs at such a doubt. 

It is apparently to social science 
a “fantastic” suggestion that 8,000 
people selected for their readiness 
to fill up forms—a most inhuman 
characteristic—should not’ be falrly 
Tepresentative of eight milllon. 

If families were uniform as the 
objects of atudy in physical science, 
and ruled as those-are, only by phy- 
sical causes, then a general prin- 
elple might be deduced fram obsor- 
vation of a small number of exam- 
ples. But when we are dealing 
with human affairs nothing can be 
moro unsclentific than to infer from 
a few examples the common condi- 
tion. It js the philosophy of the 
lad who thinks himself a man of the 
world. 

Sir William Beverldge’s notion of 
a sctence of society which can pro- 
ceed and reach  relfable results in 
the same way as tho physical 
sclences is not a means to Nghten 
our darkness but a fond thing vain- 
ly imagined to delude us. 

His candour an to the inadequacy 
of his evidence is admirable. Not

Whnt Literature Showa, 

So I fear the scoffers at the Bri- 
tish family will not accept this 
sociological refutation “One gets 
hardly any accounts of unhappy 
families,’ anys Sir William 
Beveridge, and that in itself should 
suggest to the most optimistic 
sociologist that somethig had gono 
wrong with the witnesses. Either 
they are not typical, or the evidence 
they givo is not of things as they 
are 

Let us try another kind of evid- 
ence, the evidence of liternture. 

It Is not really possible to 
describe your own family life in 
anawering questions on a form, 
still less family Ife in gemeral. 
The truth of such things requires 

skill and apace to tell. 

Look back at the Victorian ple- 
tures of family life in blography and 
novel Most of them, from the 
Palnco to the cottage, show tho 


family as governed by absolute au-|- 


thority—not necessarily the father’s, 
In Dickens and Thackeray, for in- 
stance, the mother or even tho 
grandmother may bo the autocrat. 
But discipline and subordination 
were the rule. Some of Sir William 
Beveridge’a evidence acknowledgea 
“a loosening of family ties and au- 
thority,” but the change is surely 
much more than that~it fs a 
change of system. 
Two Great Changes. 

The modern family, for better or 
worse, relies on freedom inatead of 
order. Whether that makos for a 
larger amount of happiness -in the 
world or more efficient people docs 
not seem as clear as we could wish, 
But the change js vast. 

Next to that in importance, I 
should have thought, was the change 
in the slzo of families, Last cen- 
tury most peoplt grew up In a house- 
hold of brothers and sisters, a 


combatant form of childhood. Now|’ 


a houseful of children {s a rare thing, 
and the boys and girls who grow up 
alone or in couple have a very differ- 
ent notion of comfort and the best 
way of living. : 

These two changes alone would 
make the family of to-morrow an 
experiment which has never been 
tried before. .

£125 Million Fer U.S. 
Warships. 
PROGRAMME FOR NEXT 
CONGRESS. 

Washington, 

Another cffort by the “big 
navy” group in the U.S.A. to 
build up the U.S. Navy to the 
full limits of the London Treaty 
is foreshadowed by indications 
that the highest officers of the 
U.S. Navy Department will sup- 
port at the next session of Con- 
gress a maval construction pro- 
gramme along the lines of the 
Vingon 616,000,000 dollars 
(£125,000,000 at par) ten year 
construction plan. . 

The bill, which failed to be 
passed at the Jast session ef Con- 
gress, provided for the construc- 
tion of 120 vessels of the cruiser, 
destroyer, submarine and air 
ecraft-carricr types, of which 
eighteen, to cost 130,000,000 dol- 
Iara (£26,000,000 at par} wera 
to be Inid down immediately. If 
enncted by the next Session of 
Congress, the Inst ship would ho 
completed some time in 1934, or 
seven years after the expiration 
of the Treaty of London. 

It {s claimed that data com- 
piled in the office of Naval Intel- 
ligence shows that, as the situa. 
tion now stands, the United 
States, instend of being at parity 
with Great Britain and a little 
less than one-third superior to 
Japsn, (as provided for in tho 
Treaty negotiated at London fn 
1930) would be in third piace in 
19356. 

The statistics are held to indi- 
cate that, unless a naval con- 
struction programme is_ started 
with the Jenat possible delay, the 

nited States will have in ser. 
viceable destroyers less than one- 
jfourth the British and only one- 
sixth ‘the Japanese tonnage 
when the London Treaty lapses at 
midnight of December 31, 1936. 

In submarines, on the samo 
date, Japan would be three times 


while the tonnage of the British 
Submarine Flotillas would be 
17,000 tons greater than the ton- 
nage of modern American ships 
of the same type. : 
Undet the Vinson Bill the first 
authorisation would be for tho 
laying down im the next fiscal 
year of one aircraft carrier, two 
light cruisers. of the six-inch gun 
types, one destroyer leader, eight 
destroyers and six submarines.

The American offer to open up nego- 
tlations with debtor nations created optimism for the future but 
since the offer was made it has been revealed that the United States 
intends to use her position as creditor nation to bargain on other 
matters. The Britieh reply to the American debt invitation -con. 
tained reservations which were only to be expected. The British 
Government points out the obvious fact that decisions on questions 
which will form the agenda of the World Economic Conference, and 
in which many other States are concerned, eannot be reached befere 
discussions have taken place at the conference between all the States 
represented there. It is thus made quite clear that Britain will not 
sacrifice the interests of other countries, and France in particular, 
in order to precure for herself an easier debt settlement. It is not al- 
together unnatural that America should attempt to use her position 
to her own advantage but if she insists on driving a hard bargain the 
consequences may prove disastrous. It is manifestly impossible that 
the war debts will be paid in full while it is equally imprebable that 
they will be totally ‘eancelled. it is in America’s best interests 
that the problem be quickly disposed of, so that trade and exchange 
factors may be stabilised to effect 2 return to normaley. Whether 
President-Elect Roosevelt is merely endeavouring to exact the 
utmost bergain for a concession which he recognises is inevitable 
or whether he will insist on obtaining his full “pound of flesh” is at 
the moment only a matter for conjecture, but it is hoped that he 
fully appreciates the world situation and is prepared to lead the 
way te a new era of international agreement and co-operation — an 
era which would prove most beneficial both to the United States and 
the rest of the world. In the meantime tens of millions of unemploy- 
ed in every part of the globe are forced to remain content with dess- 
pairing hope while the World Economie Conference ‘is further post- 
poned. It ig unlikely now thot the Conference will meet before June 


Although drastic financial proposals brought about the defeat 
of the Paul Boncour Government in France there is little doubt that 
the war debts question played no small part in this latest political 
moye. The downfall of a French Government is 80 frequent that it 
.causes no undue alarm and the present er jis will cause little surprise 
within or outside France. It will be recalled that the Tardieu Gov- 
ernment resigned a few weeks ago on the question of the French de- 
fault of the December war debt instalment-due to the United States, 
It -was. then presumed that M. Tardicu retired briefly as n graceful 
gesture to.‘Great Britain und that, once the acute stage of the 
debt question had passed, he would return to office. The defeat of 
the Boncour Cabinet would seem to bear out this assumption nnd. it 
is extremely probable that either M. Tardieu or one of his collexzuer 
will-succeed M. Boncour. The latter will almost certainly return to 
his former post as France's delegate nt Geneva. The olusticity of 
the French constitution has-often proved convenient to the French 
diplomatic aims and the present crisis may be compared: with some 
of the adrolt moves of the late M. Briand. The conclusion, therefore, 
fs that France has no, intontion-of making any further war debt 
payments to Amerigo until o better sottlemont.is achieved.

first record for the winter. In pre- 
vious years this very peantiful bird 
has been noticed frequently. The 
wale ban a dark grey crown, upper 
back black, lower pack, rump and 
tall cich brawn throat chocks and 
upper breast black, Jawer breast and 
under paris reddish brown, and 
wings black with prominent white 
patch on the primaries. The fem- 
ale ta paler and the white patch Is 
Jess. noticenble, Wagtails have 
been particularly abundant — thin 
winter an is emphasised by our now 
having seen in nll 5 of the rare Enr- 
tern Yellow Waatall. Also the 
Japanese Robin Flycatcher has been 
common; on not a single expedition 
aince November 20th have we fail- 
ed to see not one or two but sever 
al of these beautiful little birds.

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US. TRADE 
DECLINES 


Still Leading Export 
Nation. 


FALL IN PRICES. 
Washington. 

American foreign trade  de- 
clined in value during the past 
year to the jowest level since 
pre-war days, But the United 
States is still the world’s leading 
export nation and is second only 
to the United Kingdom in import 
trade. . 

Mr. Roy D. Chapin, Seeretury 
of Commerce, in his annual re- 
port to President Hoover, reports 
that exports dropped from 3,088,- 
000,000 dollars £(616,600,000) in 
1930-31 to 1,949,000,000 dollars 
(£389,800,000) in 1931-32—a 
drop of 37 per cent. Imports de- 
clined 19 per cent, dropping from 
2,432,000,000 dollars (£486,400,- 
000) to 1,731,000,000 (i546,- 
200,000). 

“Since domestic industrial pro- 
duction fell off 26 per cent,” re- 
corded Mr, Chapin, “It would ap- 
pear that the shrinkage in foreign 
trade fies been less than in do- 
mestic business.” 

“The sharp recession in prices 
was responsible for about three- 


a|fifths of thé decline in the value 


of exports and fourth-fifths of 
the reduction in the value of im- 
ports.”

When everything is reduced to 
the simplest terms. the real anta- 
xonism to the gospel centres fteolf 
into complete disbelief as to tho 
practicability of there wordn being 
true, Men Quite frankly do not 
belleve it. 

One thing in certain. The result 
log other methoda of Iiving havo 
been wholly disastrous, Life has 
become one unholy scramble in 
which not always the beat but the 
strongest, the most puahful, and 
the Teast rcrupulous, have survive 
ed. The thinga which Christ .pro- 
mined should be added have berome 
the first thinga for moxt people. 
Food and clothing and shelter aro 
necessities of human Hfe, but they 
have entirely filled the foreground 
fof man'a ambition, until a 
‘larder, and wardrobe, and 2 man- 
sion,—-always growing, hive come 
to be regarded og the highest end 
of human existence. For multi- 
tudes, the main purpose in life is 
to obtain the bert fond, te brat 
jclothing, the beat shelter, and the 
most of the beat. 

The Mother Sin, 


It is striking to observe the em- 
phasia which Christ placed upon 
covetousness as a mother ain. He 
knew that it led Girectly to moat 
tof the world’s social evils. Wo 
may say what we like abowt the 
part bad politics played in forcing 
the Great War upon the world,— 
the real cause of ‘it was covetoms- 
neas.

FRENCH ROAD LAWS 
(CHANGE. — 


To Operate From 
April, 1933. 


On April 1, 1933, an important 
change will be mado in the French 
rule of the rond, thus putting an 
end to the uncertainty existing nt 
the present time. Most of the na- 
tional highways, and a certain num- 
ber of secondary roads which have 
grown .in {importance of recent 
yeurs, will be classified a8 “intensive 
traffic highways,” the drivers using 
them having the right of way over 
trafic coming from other roads. 
been drawn up, but before the re- 

The list of priority ronds has Just 
form can be applicd it is necessary 
that suitable: warnings be given. 
These will take the form of a 
trianglo placed on every secondary 
road at a point 150 yards from Its 
junction with the main road, and 
also a yellow band across the road 
at the point where it runs Into the 
main highway. This reform was 
proposed several yenrs ago, but was 
rejected on. account of cost. The 
reason for not applying the new law 
at once Is that six months are 
neceasary to erect signs, 

The general rule where ronds of 
eyunl importance Intersect is to give 
way to traffic coming from the 
right. This also applies tn cities, 
In Paris, for instance, there are no 
main streets, from a traffic stand- 
point. No matter how {important 
the avenue over which ho ia travel- 
ling, the driver must give way to 
vehicles coming from streets on his 
right—“The Autocar.” 


SAFER CROSSINGS 
FOR MOTORISTS. 


New Invention Said To. 


Prove Satisfactory. 

The unbarred level crossings of 
the United States railways, have 
been a source of considerable dan- 
ger to motorists and other road 
users for many years, and, owing 
to the great‘ number of crossings 
in the country, it has been found 
impossible to adopt. the English 
syntem of attending .crossings. 
Thia danger hos been. reduced 
very considerably by a devica 
which has been triediout recently. 
It consists of a girder, or boom, 
into which is built a large reflect- 
ing “Stop” sixn, visible by day or 
night. The boom is automatic in 
its operation, belng actuated by 
the locomotive of the train. On 
approaching a crossing the engine 
makes a contact on the rails, thus 
setting into operation the hydrau- 
lic power across the rond. <A large 
bel] rings as the gate shuts. Sub- 
joct to further teste proving satis- 
factory, it is intended to orect 
these gates on all tha main. rond 
crossings in the United States.

CARS INCREASE IN 
BRITAIN. 


Light Cars Have Most 
Demand. 


Despite the Increased price of 
petro] and the high premiums on 
insurance, the figures recently [a- 
sued by the Ministry of Transport 
of the sales of motor-carg show 
that over the period from April 1 
to September 30 Inst year the 
number has considerably increased 
a8 compared with the correspond- 
ing period jast year. 

In 1931 during that period 
64,208 private motor-vehicies were 
sold by Britlah manufacturers, as 
compared with 71,658 in 1932, on 
increaso of 7,360, One effect of 
the general financial situation dur- 
ing the past two'years has been 
to stimulate the sale of the amall 
horsc-power motor-car, which costs 
Iess to purchase and less for in- 
suranco and tax. In the perlods 
mentioned ‘above 24,960 cars up 
to 10 horse-power were sold in 
1931, and in 1932 36,239, an In- 
crease of 11,279, 

it was stated by many well- 
known London motor firms recent- 
ly that, although there was a de- 
finite trend towards the purchase 
of the light car, there was still a 
good demand for the high-powered 
vehicles, but this did not inelude 
the forcign icar, for which there 
was now little demand. 

Tho light car trade can be said 
to be now at its zenith, and re- 
markable offers are being made to 
customers for these curs, which 
can be disposed of easily. The 
first questions now put to the 
motor salesman by a customer re- 
late to insurance and petrol con- 
sumption. These two points will 
in the near future mean much to 
the British motor industry.

FOR DRIVERS 


Dummy Car And 
Pictured Road.

The National Institute of Indus- 
trial Psychology, which has just 
received a further grant of £5,000 
from the Rockefeller Foundation 
for research work, {fs preparing 
psychological testa for motor driv- 
ers [In order to determine exactly
